Neighbors voiced their 
opposition to the demolition 
of a single-family home in 
Squantum, which would be 
replaced by a new single- 
family home, during a re- 
cent meeting of the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

The ZBA continued to 
the public hearing on the 
plan for three weeks, to give 
the owner of the home in 
question time to consider 
revisions that would lessen 
the new structure’s impact 
on his neighbors’ views of 
the ocean. 

Tanner Payne, the owner 
of the property at 179 Huck- 
ins Ave., went before the 
board on July 23 for per- 
mission to raze the exist- 
ing non-conforming home 
on site and replace it with 
a new single-family home. 
The new home would have 
a different layout than the 


old one but would remain 
non-conforming because it 
would not be set far enough 
back from the street. 

The ZBA will take up the 
matter again on Aug. 13. 

Payne’s attorney, Alex 
Ritchie, said the applicant 
purchased the home earlier 
this year and planned to ren- 
ovate it. He is now seeking 
to build a new home on site 
in part because the current 
home is susceptible to flood 
damage. 

-“My client, Tanner 
Payne, purchased 179 
Huckins Ave, in January 
2019 intending to rehabili- 
tate the existing structure,” 
Ritchie said. “However, af- 
ter consulting with his archi- 
tect and engineer, it became 
clear that this approach was 
untenable for a number of 
reasons, one of which is that 
the existing foundation and 
first-floor elevation made 


no accommodation for im- 
peding flood waters on the 
bayside and posed a risk for 
significant. structural dam- 
age during flood.events go- 
ing forward.”

7] McCallum Investigation Still Ongoing

The investigation into 


the death of a 44-year-old - 


father of three from Bridge- 
water continues six months 
after he died after he was 
found unconscious outside 
the American Legion post in 
Squantum. 

Christopher W. McCal- 
lum was rushed to Boston 
Medical Center on Jan. 27 


after Quincy police respond- 


ed to reports of a “large 
disorder” at the Nickerson 
Post, located at 20 Moon 
Island Rd., shortly after 1 
a.m. McCallum was found 
unconscious and bleeding 
outside the building that 
morning, prosecutors have 
said, and he succumbed to 
his injuries the afternoon 
of Jan. 28 while at Boston 
Medical Center. 

David Traub, the spokes- 
man for the Norfolk District 
Attorney’s Office, said the 
investigation into McCal- 
lum’s death remains ongo- 
ing. ; 
“The investigation re- 
mains open as law enforce- 
ment awaits the medical ex- 
aminer’s report,” Traub said 
on Monday. 


When he was asked when - 


the medical examiner’s re- 
port would be completed, 
Traub responded, “the time- 
line is not in our control.” 

McCallum’s death cer- 
tificate is listed as pending 
on the online database for 
the Boston registrar’s office 
and does not include a cause 
of death. | 

Family members have 
said McCallum was at the 
Nickerson Post that night to 
attend a concert and was fa- 
tally injured while attempt- 
ing to break up a fight that 
erupted after a group of men 
attempted to re-enter the 


building after being kicked 


out earlier. 

McCallum is survived by 
his wife, Kathleen “Kathy” 
(Doyle), and their three 
sons, Ryan, Michael and 
Patents 


McCallum grew up on 
Deerfield Street in Squan- 
tum and was a 1992 gradu- 
ate of North Quincy High 
School. He was captain of 
the Red Raiders football 
and hockey teams his senior 
year and was inducted into 
the Quincy-North Quincy 
High Football Hall of Fame 
in 2016. 


McCallum then attended 
the Massachusetts Maritime 
Academy, where he contin- 
ued playing football, and 
graduated in 1996. He went 
on to work as an engineer 
after college. 

More than 500 people at- 
tended a candlelight vigil in 


' McCallum’s memory Feb. 


15 outside the Squantum El- 
ementary School. 

“Chris was assaulted 
Jan. 27 at the Nickerson 
Post here in Squantum as he 
tried to break up a fight and 
he suffered a fatal head in- 
jury,” Kathy McCallum told 
the crowd that evening. “We 
are extremely appreciative 
to the Massachusetts State 
Police for their unending 
efforts to seek justice for 
Chris and our family.” 

Kathy McCallum urged 
anyone who knew what 
happened to her husband to 
come forward to investiga- 
tors. 

“Please clear your con- 
science and tell the truth — 
even lies of omission lead to 
injustice,” she said. 

“As our families struggle 
to move forward in a world 
without Chris, we ask. that 
in his memory and in re- 


membrance of how he lived, 
please be kind to one an- 
other.” 

William McCallum, 
Christopher’s father, said 
his son was unselfish and 
kind. 

“If anyone ever sae 
any help, he was the first 
one there to help. He’d drive 
30 miles from Bridgewater 
to Squantum to help me,” 
William McCallum told The 
Sun at the. vigil. “He’d do 
anything. He’d even come 
over on his lunch hour to 
help. | 

“He was just a great guy 
— and I’m not saying that 
because he was my son. 
He was just a great overall

guy. 
Dan. Gilmartin, a friend 


of McCallum for more than 
30 years, remembered him 
as a “heck of an athlete, but 
more than that he was a true 
gentleman; I remembered 
him handling himself with 
class and dignity even as 
a kid. He was a big, tough 
guy, but he was always gen- 
tle and kind. He was always 
smiling and always the first 
one to stick his hand out to 
help somebody.”

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Working Women & Memory Decline: Is There A Connection? 
A Message From Ruth Jones, City Of Quincy Health Commissioner

According to a recent 
study, having a paying job 


might guard women against _ 


memory loss decades later. 
Researchers at the Uni- 
versity of California at Los 
Angeles, the University 
of California at San Fran- 
cisco and Boston College 
tracked 6,836 American 
“women born between 1935 
and 1956 across about a 20 
year span and collected their 
family and employment his- 
tories through age 50. The 
women underwent routine 
cognitive assessments in- 


cluding being asked to recall. 


lists of words from memory 


for example, and complete 
questionnaires on cogni- 


tive decline. All participants 
were enrollees in the Health 
and Retirement Study, a 
federally funded long-term 
observational study of aging 
people spanning the United 
States. 

Results _ revealed that 
women who engaged in 
paid employment between 
ages 16 and 50, whether 
mothers or non-mothers, 
had better memories in 
late life than women who 
did not work. The rate of 
memory decline was most 
rapid among women. who 
never earned a wage, Mar- 
ried mothers, who did not 


work, for instance, saw their 


memory decline 61% faster 
over a 10-year period than 
those with paid jobs. The 
differences were even more 


alarming in single mothers 
whose memories deteriorat- 
ed 83% faster if they did not 
participate in the workforce. 

Memory loss is one of 
the first signs of Alzheimer’s 
disease thus, those women 
who work for wages be- 
tween early adulthood and 
middle age and experience 
slower memory decline, 
most likely are at lower risk 
of dementia. 

Researchers cited . the 
reason is because paid 


_work may provide mental 


stimulation, financial ben- 
efits and social relationships 
that could limit declines 
in memory as women get 
older. They pointed out, 
these findings, especially if 
substantiated by further re- 
search, lead to the value of 


AMAC: Seniors Most At Risk For 
Illness, Death During Heat Waves 


Some may like it hot, but 
the Association of Mature 
American Citizens [AMAC] 
warms that older Ameri- 
cans are at risk when sum- 
mertime temperatures rise. 
AMAC president Dan We- 
ber says that heat waves, the 
kind that have engulfed the 
nation recently, can cause 
illness and death among se- 

According to the Cen- 
ters for Disease Control 
[CDC] on average there are 
more than 650 heat related 
~ deaths in the U.S. each year 
and many more suffer heat 
related illness during heat 
waves. Between the years 
of 1999 and 2010 a total of 
8,081 deaths were recorded, 
36% of them or 2,901 of 
them, were over 65 years of

struction of high rise build- 
ings absorb the heat,” We- 
ber explains. “For example, 
1995 was a banner year for 
heat waves and some 1,000 
people died across the coun- 
try. Nearly three-quarters of 
those fatalities occurred in 
the big city of Chicago.” 
Cramps, nausea, dizzi- 
ness and other similar com- 
plaints during hot weather 


may be signs that the heat is 


getting the best of you and 
that you need to get help if 


‘these symptoms persist for 


more than half an hour. 
“Better yet take precau- 
tions to. avoid becoming a 
victim. Cold drinks, water 
and juices, are recommend- 
ed, Don’t drink coffee or 
tea because the caffeine is 
dehydrating. Alcoholic bev- 


__ rages are also dehydrating 


and, thus, should be avoid- 
ed on hot days. Stay in the 
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to time. It’s important to 
know that if humidity ac- 
companies the high temper- 
atures it can prevent sweat 
from evaporating, which 
reduces the body’s ability 
to cool itself. In addition, 
the heat can cause confusion 
that may keep them from 
taking obvious steps in hot 
weather such as turning on 
the air conditioner. 

“Do not use electric fans 
when the temperature out- 
side is more than 95 degrees. 
You could increase the risk 
of heat-related illness. Fans 


. create air flow and a false 


sense of comfort, but do not 
reduce body temperature,” 
according to FEMA. 

Weber points out that 
most communities across 
the country make provisions 
for seniors in hot weather 
by establishing neighbor- 


- hood “cooling centers” in 


summer, places where they 
can get relief if they don’t 
have air conditioning. These 
centers also provide appro-

_’ hydrated. 
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policies and programs that 
incentivize women’s _ in- 
volvement in the workforce. 
Paid leave, affordable child 
care, equal pay for equal 
work and health insurance, 
all things that could help 
improve women’s health in 
later life. 

There are a -multitude 
of studies that have dem- 
onstrated that people who 
are engaged have supe- 
rior physical and cognitive 
well-being than those who 
are not. Additionally, scien- 
tists emphasize that when 
a healthcare provider sees 
a patient, they -shouldn’t 
just be inquiring about is- 


~ sues such as weight, blood 


pressure and exercise, they 
should also ask how patients 
spend their days. 

Keep in mind that the 
majority, approximately 
two-thirds, of the 5.8 mil- 
lion Americans with Al- 
zheimer’s are women, 
according to the 2019 Al- 
zheimer’s Disease Facts & 
Figures Report. Thé UCLA 
study exposes a small piece 
in the puzzle of understand- 


ing why the disease is more 
prevalent among women. 
Elizabeth Rose Mayeda, 
a professor at UCLA and 
the lead author of the study, 
highlighted that the study’s 
results do not mean all stay- 
at-home mothers should 
seek out paid work to avoid 
dementia. Firstly, memory 
decline in old age does not 
inevitably lead to Alzheim- 
er’s; it simply means that a 
person possesses a higher 
risk of the illness. Second- 
ly, Mayeda suggested that 
it may “be feasible to cre- 
ate’ some of the health ben- 
efits provided, if working at 
home. She reiterated that it 
is not well-defined why paid 
employment would protect 
against memory loss, but 
noted that earlier research 
suggests that mental sharp- 
ness in later life is linked 
partly to cognitive stimula- 
tion and social gains, both 
events that are encountered 
in the workplace. 
Nevertheless, she feels a 
person may be able to repli- 
cate that in the home setting 
by routinely doing things

such as reading a newspa- 
per, accomplishing cross- 
word puzzles and spending 
time with neighbors. 

The UCLA study did 
not ask women what type 
of employment they en- 
gaged in or what salary they 
earned. Mayeda pointed to 
a 2018 study, published in 
the Journal of Epidemiol- 
ogy and Community Health 
that indicated that more de- 
manding jobs led to higher 
cognitive performance in 
late life for both men and 
women.

tion that best addresses the 
symptoms of MS and maybe 
has an impact on the prog- 
ress of MS,” he said. “Once 
the best medication is deter- 
mined and a person has been 
using it, sometimes insur- 
ance companies will come 
in and say, ‘we want you to 
try something different,’ and 
they will provide coverage 
for the something different 
and not for the medication 
that the person may: be us-. 
ing. 


“They try to get individu- 
als to switch off of a proven 
medication to something 
that it is not known whether 
it will help this particular 
individual, and, in that pro- 
cess, individuals struggle 
enormously. They find that 
their regiment is interrupted 
— their day-to-day activities 
are interrupted — as a result 
of the medication switch. 
They find that. the medica- 
tion is not appropriate and 
that, in some cases, the dis- 
ease has progressed in the 


meantime.” 

Keenan’s bill would stop 
the patient’s current insur- 
ance company from mak- 
ing them switch to a new 
medication. That protection 
would carry forward if a pa- 
tient switched insurers. 

“Our bill would basically 
not permit insurance com- 
panies to force people to 
change their medications,” 
Keenan said. “If somebody 
finds a medication that is 
working, they should be al- 
lowed to stay on that medi- 
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cation with their - current 
insurer and if they switch in- 
surance companies, the right 
to that medication should go 
with them and the new in- 
surance company should be 


' required to cover it as well.” 


Keenan said insurance 
companies sometimes make 
individuals change medica- 
tions for other diseases, but 
the impact is particularly se- 
vere for those taking medi- 
cation for multiple sclerosis. 


“Tt is an issue with some - 


other diseases as well, but 
MS is one where it has a 
particularly strong negative 
impact when you switch 
somebody on medications,” 
he said.

Dear Rusty: My wife will be 62 in a few months and I’m 
still working (I am 59). Can my wife get any Social Secu- 
rity if I’m not yet retired? She’s short quarters for her own 
Social Security from when she worked. She also worked 
under our State Teachers Retirement System as a substitute 
teacher, but she is short of getting any STRS benefits. She’s 
a diabetic and has other health problems, so.can she qualify 
for disability? Signed: Inquiring Husband 

Dear Inquiring Husband: Your wife cannot collect So- 
cial Security spousal benefits from your record until you are 
collecting your own Social Security. To be eligible for Social 


Security on her own work record she needs to have at least — , 


40 “quarters” of work credits - about 10 years of substantial 
earnings over her lifetime during which she and her em- 
ployer both contributed to Social Security. Her employment 
with STRS didn’t give her Social Security credits since her 


- State employer doesn’t participate in the Social Security 


program; however, if she doesn’t have a STRS pension then 
neither does she need to worry about that pension affecting 
her eyentual Social Security spousal benefits when she can 
collect from you (if she had a pension from STRS her Social 
Security spousal benefit would be reduced). 

__ As far as the possibility of your wife getting Social Se- 
curity Disability Insurance (SSDI) benefits, SSDI benefits 
can only be awarded based upon one’s own work record. 
Whether your wife qualifies would depend upon how many 
Social Security quarter credits she has and when they were 
earned. Your wife would need to have worked in Social Se- 
curity covered employment for at least 5 of the last 10 years 
to be eligible for SSDI benefits, and her current health con- 
dition would need to render her totally disabled and unable 
to work, (and stat aniet be medically cannes) Mice 1 
qualify.

_ “We’re going to wait un- 
til after the ChowdaFest on 
Sept. 14 and then we are 
going to take the building 
down and we're going to 
go right forward to put the 
ramp in,” he said in a recent 
interview. “That gives us 
probably two good months 
of weather...to get the ramp 
in before it gets cold.” 

The city had planned 
to raze the building before 
September, McCarthy said, 
but decided to wait until 
after the bulk of this year’s 
boating season is over. 

“We were going to try 
and do it right now. We 
we’re going to try and take 
the maritime center down, 
get that all cleaned up, wait 
for the boating season to be 
over and then put tht ramp 
in,” McCarthy said. “We’re 
just delaying the demolition 
because we don’t want to 
have a mess down there in 


the boating season.” 

The goal is to have the 
ramp ready to go at the start 
of next year’s boating sea- 
son, at which point plans for 
the maritime center building 
itself should start to come: 
into focus. 

“We were either going 


to try it real quick now and — 


now we've decided real 
quick isn’t going to work, 
we might as well wait, do 
it nice and clean and have it 
set up so hopefully we have 
a new boat ramp at least go- 
ing into the spring of next 
year,” McCarthy said. 

“Hopefully, by _ that 
time...we will have more 
funding and more of a posi- 
tive idea on the timeline for 
the building.” 

The city has received 
a $680,000 grant from the 
Massachusetts Seaport 
Economic Council and 
$170,000 from Quincy’s 
Community Preservation 
Committee for the new 
ramp. The new ramp will be 


28 feet wide — wide enough 
to. accommodate two boats 
side by side. It will also be 
installed at a sharper angle 
than the current ramp, al- 
lowing boaters to use it out- 


side of high tide. 


“The ramp now, it goes 
down but then it flattens out 
on you. If you’re not at a 
full tide, you’re almost flat,” 
McCarthy said. “This will 
have much more of a pitch 
so that boat launches can go 
easier.” 

The city received a $1 
million grant from the Sea- 
port Economic Council in 
February 2018 for the de- 
sign and construction of the 
new maritime center. The 
building would be named 
in honor of lifelong Houghs 
Neck resident Francis X. 
McCauley, a former mayor, 
city councillor and school 
board member. 

Conceptual plans for the 
new building were unveiled 
in August 2017. The plan at 
that time included a three-

space, an office and kitchen, 
and a community room on 
the first floor along with 
exhibition space highlight- 
ing Houghs Neck’s history; 
a larger meeting room on 
the second floor; and office 
space for the Quincy Police 
Department’s Marine Unit 
on the top floor. The plan 
also included outdoor decks 
on each floor facing seaward 
to Hingham Bay with an 
observation tower looking 
landward toward Houghs 
Neck with Quincy Bay in 
the distance. 

Wessling Architects is 
working . ony the revised 
plans for the maritime cen- 
ter and parking lot. McCar- 
thy said the latest revisions 
to proposal could be pre- 
sented to the community 
later this year during a series 
of neighborhood meetings. 

“We have to come to an 
agreement on the design and 
I know when you have these 
community meetings there 
is always input that comes 
out you didn’t think of,” he 
said. “If we have three or 
four community meetings, 
somebody will say some- 
thing that...makes sense. 
You want to be able to get 
this this right.” 

McCarthy said the new 
design would call for a 
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Houghs Neck Maritime Center Demo This Fall 


smaller building. It would 
include storage space in a 
basement area, a communi- 
ty room on the ground floor, 
and office space for the Ma- 
rine Unit on the second floor 
along with an additional 
meeting room. 

“The square footage will 
come down a little bit, but it 
will be big enough to have 
meetings,” he said. “It won’t 
be big enough to have big 
functions, but it will be a 
nice building.” 

The observation tower 
included in the 2017 con- 
ceptual plan — which was 
meant to resemble a former 
observation post on Great 
Hill — will remain in the new 
plan but will instead face 
seaward. 

“We want to keep the 
tower...but that is going 
to face the water,” McCar- 
thy said. “I’m switching it 
around because I figure peo- 
ple would like to look out to 
sea.” 

The City Council in June 
2018 approved purchasing 
two homes in the vicinity of 
the maritime center parking 
lot using money that was set 
aside in a $27 million park 
improvement bond, which 
will be paid back using hotel 
tax receipts. McCarthy said 
the city continues to nego- 


tiate with the owner of the 
third home in vicinity of the 
parking lot. The final design 
will hinge on whether the 
city can acquire that house. 

“We are still up in the air 
with the third home: We’re 
going to try to address that 
again,’ McCarthy said. “I 
don’t know if that ship has 


‘Sailed...but we are going to 


look at that.” 

The 2017 conceptual 
plan for the parking lot in- 
cluded spaces long enough 
to accommodate vehicles 
with boat trailers attached. 
McCarthy instead wants 
the lot designed for cars to 
park in without boat trail- 
ers; trailer parking would 
be provided in a lot next to 
nearby Brill Field on Fens- 
mere Street. There are ap- 
proximately 25 to 30 spaces 
there now, and McCarthy 
said those spaces could be 
doubled to make them long 
enough for trailers. 

“[It] doesn’t take any- 
thing away from the field,” 
he said.

Register O’Donnell Answers 
The Question - Where Is My Deed? 


When interacting with 
the - public, Register of 
Deeds William O’Donnell 
and the staff of the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds 
are asked many questions 
relative to land documents. 
One of the most common 


~- questions asked is where is 


my deed? 

“When a property trans- 
action in Norfolk County 
takes place, a new deed is 
recorded here at the Regis- 
try of Deeds,” O’Donnell 
said. “This deed is a legal 
land document affirming 
that a piece of property has 
been transferred from the 
seller (grantor) to the buyer 
(grantee). The filing fee for 
recording a deed, set by 
state statute, is $126.” 


After a deed is recorded, 


Registry of Deeds personnel . 


enter and scan the document 
into the Registry’s computer 
system. The deed is then 
available for viewing via the 
Registry’s website www. 
norfolkdeeds.org. 4 

~In addition to viewing 
the deed, anyone can print 
a non-certified copy of the 
deed, free of charge, from 
the website. A certified copy 
of the deed will cost $1 per 


page plus an additional $1 


per document for postage 
if the request is made by 
regular mail. Further infor- 
mation about obtaining a 
copy of a certified deed can 
be had by calling the Regis- 
try’s Customer Service Cen- 
ter, Monday through Friday 


from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 
at 781-461-6101. 

- O'Donnell pointed out 
that while the recording, 
online storing, viewing and 
printing a copy of a deed 
is pretty straight forward, 
there are some private com- 


panies that take advantage- 


of a property Owner’s desire 
for a copy of their deed, 
“Norfolk County  resi- 
dents,” O’Donnell said, “are 
receiving solicitations from 
private companies’ stating 
they can obtain a copy of 
their deed for an outrageous 
fee of $86. Under no cir- 
cumstances should someone 
fall for this deed scam. As 
stated above, viewing of all 
land documents, including 
deeds, recorded in Norfolk 


County are available online 


via www.norfolkdeeds.org. 


A non-certified copy of a 
deed can be printed for free 
while a certified copy can be 


- obtained for a nominal fee.

The 1686 Quincy Home- 
stead, 34 Butler Rd., Quin- 
cy, will be open for tours 
Saturday, Aug. 3 from 11 
a.m. to 2:30 p.m. (last tour 
begins at 2 p.m.) 


Besides tours there will 


be a special event Saturday 
that will highlight granite 
cutting in the early days. 

Alfred Bina, president 
of the Quincy Quarry and 
Granite, Workers Museum, 
will provide a stone cutting 
demonstration at the Doro- 
thy Quincy Homestead. 

In 1825, after searching 
throughout New England 
for the stone to build Bunker 
Hill Monument in Charles- 
town, Solomon. Willard, 


who was a Carver and build-- 


er in Massachusetts and who 
is remembered primarily for 
designing and overseeing 
the Bunker Hill Monument, 
selected West Quincy as the 
source of stone. The Bun- 
ker Hill Monument was the 
first ‘monumental obelisk 
erected in the United States. 
Because he developed the 
revolutionary construction 
techniques that made Quin- 
cy granite a practical stone 
for building, Willard be- 
came known as “The Fathér 
of the Granite Industry.” 
The Quincy granite was 
known for its extreme hard- 
ness, dark color and its abil- 
ity to take on a high polish. 
Once: thestone source 
was established, the chal- 
lenge was how to move the 
stone from the quarries. In 
1826, the solution came 
with the construction of the 
Granite Railway. Gridley 
Bryant, who was a pioneer 
in the American railroad in- 
dustry, engineered the rail- 
way’s design and construc- 
tion. Construction began on 
the Granite Railway, one of 
the first railroads in North 
America, on April 1, 1826, 
and the first train operated 
on the railroad on Oct. 7, 


1826. Bryant had to create 
the designs for nearly ev- 
ery aspect: of the railroad, 
including the cars, track, 
switches, wheels, turntable, 
and load transfer equipment. 
Bryant: used horses and 
gravity to pull his trains and 
many of his inventions are 
still in use today. The Gran- 
ite Railway was a National 
Historic Civil Engineering 
Landmark. 

Quincy became known 
as “The Granite City.” The 
Quincy granite was used in 
the construction of some of 
the most impressive gran- 
ite buildings, monuments, 
sculptures and fortifications 
across the United States, in- 
cluding the custom houses 
in Boston, Savannah, New 
Orleans and San Francisco. 

In 1985 the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts 
purchased 22 acres that 
included the Granite Rail- 
way Quarry. The Quincy 
Quarries Historic Site now 
preserves a rich industrial 
landscape while providing a 
unique open space for recre- 
ation and discovery. 

Besides this Saturday, 
historic home tours will be 
held Aug. 17th, Sept. 7th 
and Sept. 21st. Tours take 
about 45 minutes. There is 
no admission charge for the 
tours, but as a Non-Profit 
501 (c) (3) organization, 
donations are always wel- 
come. °
